ORDER

On December 26, 2001, the United Sates requested an extenson of time to January
31, 2003, to file amended statements of clamant in this contested case. The amended
datements are due on December 31, 2002. The motion States that the Bureau of Land
Management has “recently completed a new fidd investigation of each claimed source” and
these examinations “will result in adjusments to certain dements’ of the dams, “but these
changes are not subgtantial.” Furthermore, the motion states that settlement of these claims may
be reached. The United States avows that it contacted the objecting parties, and with the
exception of one party and two counsel who could not be contacted in time, the other partiesin
this contested case did not object to the motion.
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The Specid Master finds good cause to grant the motion.

Pending in this case are the Specid Master’ s determinations of two designated issues of
broad legd importance and the Arizona Department of Water Resources supplementd
contested case hydrographic survey report (“HSR”) that is due on March 3, 2003. As this
extenson and the determinations of the issues of broad legd importance may affect the timeline
for the preparation of the HSR, the Specid Master will address the March 3, 2003, deadline in
his order on the issues of broad legd importance.

IT IS ORDERED that the motion of the United States for an extenson of time to and
including Friday, January 31, 2003, to file amended statements of clamant is GRANTED, but
no further extensons will be granted absent extraordinary circumstances.
